The Navy Department already has plans under way to meet the wishes of Con- 
gress by decommiissioning certain auxiliary vessels. The decommissioning of these 


vessels will have the effect of making greater sums aavilable under appropriations 
“Engineering” and “Construction and Repair,” in connection with certain repairs and 
alterations to vessels of the fleet 

The final agreement reached by the conferees and approved by both houses on 
the amount of fuel which may be purchased during the coming fiscal year will make 
possible the contemplated cruise of the Pacific Fleet to East Coast ports in 1927, which 
is designed to carry out the maneuvers of the entire fleet in Atlantic waters. 

Owing to the fact that the closing of Lakehurst would make necessary the dis 
banding of the trained personnel which is the sole nucleus of rigid airship personnel 
in the United States, and the fact that the helium repurification plant (the only one 
of its kind in the world) would be closed, and the further fact that the Navy is charged 
with the development of rigid airships, it was finally decided that no action, looking 
toward the closing of Lakehurst, should be taken until a definite policy as to the fur

There will be 761 officers and warrant 
officers effected by-the Equalization Act, 
the amount of money involved approxi- 
mating $415,850.00. The additional an- 


nual expense entailed will rapidly decrease 
as the retired list is thinned from year to 
year, and will be eliminated completely in 
course of time. 

Payment of these claims before formal 
application is made by each officer is not 
a part of the regular duty of the Chief 
of Finance, but in order not to cause great 
inconvenience and delay to individuals, 
General Walker has spent much of his 
time and energy in order to expedite the 
adjustments of accounts

National Councii For Prevention of War. 

The National Council for the Prevention of the War operates very closely with the 
W. oT. L. and other organizations previously mentioned in this series. Its offices are 
in Washington, and it is striking at the Army and Navy and seeking to prevent mili- 
tary training in the sehools and the sabotaging of preparedess plans. In a Bulletin 
of the National Council for Prevention of War, December 13, 1924, under the heading, 
“Must Begin in Scho 

“All movements that succeed start in schools. It is in the schools of the world 
that the peace movement will succeed or fail. If the old style militant militarism 
continues to be taught—the arrogance and hates of pest days—there is no hope. Hate 
is being taught now in the schools of every land and sometimes is called patriotism.” 

It is by this system of giving words the wrong meaning that Socialism has gained 
its present position in the world today. Here beth the words “militarism” and “patri- 
otism” are given wrong meanings. The Socialist work in the scheol is to cause the 
belief in the mind of the youth that we are a militaristic nation—which we are not—and 
that patriotism, or love for one’s country, is an offense against general humanity. 

In 1915, after Mesdames Petrick-Lawrence and Schwimmer, beth non-residents of 
the United States, came to this country and formed what is now known as the W. I. L., 
this organization got in teuch with Frederick J. Libby, of the Friends’ Disarmament 
Council, which later became known as the National Council for Limited Armament, 
still later adopting its present title, National Council for the Prevention of War.

The National Ceuncil for the Prevention of War is made up of a number of affili- 
ated organizations having no direct membership itself. On the list of affiliated and 
approving organizations there appeared the names of many legitimate movements, 
the members of which did not understand the true purpose of the National Council 
for the Prevention of War. Many of these later withdrew. The system employed to 
secure endorsement with the actual members not consulted is illustrated in the case 
of the National Parent-Teachers’ Association. 

The persistent activities of Frederick J. Libby, whe claims he is a Quaker, caused 
a protest against Libby speaking: in the schools of the District of Columbia to be lodged 
with the beard.

During the war we of the line always

It is clear from the consistent course the President has taken not only in the case 
of Captain Rockwell, but in prior cases which have come before him, that he feels 
the present system of disciplinary administration of the Army is adequate and satis- 
factory and that he proposes to back it up with his great power. It is known the 
President desires to promote conditions in the Services so that merit shall prevail, 
opportunity denied to the unworthy and increased to those who deserve. In this 
effort, he undoubtedly will have the support.of both the Army and the Navy. 


EXTENSION OF NAVY RETIREMENT AGE DISCUSSED. 

Although there will be no definite action this session dealing -with retirement, the 
informal views of Congressmen indicate that there will be legislation next session 
which may materially alter the present system. 

Congressman Vinson, Ga., of the House Naval Affairs Committee, has intimated 
that he favors the extension of service-in-grade in the present Britten Bill from seven 
years to eight or ten, and his views on the subject are held to reflect the sentiments 
of an ever-increasing number of Congressmen on the subject of retirement. 

During his discussion of this point with Rear Adm. Shoemaker, U. S. N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, Mr. Vinson stated that he did not see why a captain in 
the Navy at the age of 60 with 10 years’ experience was not as valuable as a captain 
at the age of 56 with only six years’ service in that grade. 

It was pointed out, by both Adm. Shoemaker and Mr. Britten that the 
years’ service in grade provision tn the Britten bill was worked out on the basis 
retirement in the grade of rear admiral at 64 and that any lenghtening of service in 
the lower grades would automatically curtail service in flag grades or increase the re

tirement age limit 

Mr. Vinson, in reply, stated that he did not see why an admiral would be less 
capable at 66 than at 64 and that he believed the officers who are retired for age should 
be saved to the Government for another year or so of service.

COAST GUARD BILLS IN SENATE. 

The two bills affecting the Coast Guard which passed the House May 17 (H. R 
10973) readjusting the commissioned personnel of the Coast Guard and H. R. 5026 
authorizing the construction of ten new cutters, are now pending before the. Senate 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

It is understood that the committee will report the bills favorably and that an effort 
will be made to have the Senate consider them before it adojurns. 





FEELING AGAINST NAVY AIRMEN CALLED MYTH. 

Another cherished tradition of numerous separate air department advocates went by 
the board recently when Comdr. John Rodgers, U.S. N., Assistant Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics characterized stories on the alleged feeling in the Navy against airmen as 
“loose talk;:”’ 

He said that often jokes and banter between Navy officers had been misconstrued 
and cited the fa: that several remarks he had made cme back to him so misinterpeted 
that they bore an entirely different meaning. 





EMPLOYING RETIRED OFFICERS AND MEN OF THE SERVICES. . 
Employment of retired officers and enlisted men of the services in any Government 
position is authorized by a bill favorably reported to the Senate by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. This bill would permit such officers to draw, in addition to their retired pay, 
the salary of the office held. Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Andrews is anxious to 
recruit his prohibition units from these sources. He believes that from such a reserve 
he can get employes who will be honest and dependable, and honesty and discipline 
are sadly lacking ‘in the prohibition force. 





: NURSES’ RETIREMENT BILL. 

The President signed, on May 13, 1926, the bill for the retirement of nurses of the 
Army and Navy who serve more than 25 years and attain more than 50 years of age, 
and for other reasons. The Surgeon General's office is proceeding to draw up regulations 
based.on the new law. No retirements will be recommended until after such regulations

Senator Wadsworth showed considerable opposition to confining the selection of the 
Chief of Air Corps to the Officers of that corps. He suggested that it might well be 
that in time of war, with an enormously expanded Air Service, the President might want 
to appoint a very distinguished officer who had spent most of his life in another branch 
of the service as head of the corps. “I have a recollection,” said the chairman, “that 
Phil Sheridan was an Infantryman, and he proved the greatest Cavalry leader we had.” 
Senator Bingham.argued that “to put an officer in command of a Cavalry brigade in 
time of war who had never ridden a horse and was afraid to get on one would cer- 
tainly break up the morale of the brigade: and he applied this illustration to a non- 
flier in command of the Air Corps.

PASS BILL TO GIVE ENLISTED Mien 
COLLEGE COURSES. ° 

By passing the bill H. R. 10984 that will 
permit the Seéretary of War to detail en- 
listed men to educational institutions the 
House has sturted well on its way to final 
enactment a measure that will give some 
me hundred enlisted men a chance to fin- 





ish their education. Assistant Secre 
MacNider in explaining the measure stated 
it to he the belief-of the War Department 
that only in this way could sufficient men 
be trained to tuke cure of the procure- 
ment phases of military preparedness. The 
measure specifies that the enlisted men 
must have completed their junior venr in 
college, whereupon by enlisting in the 
Army and agreeing to remain nine months 
after graduation they will be detailed to 
some educational institution to complete 
their collegiate course. It is expected there 
will be a ready response from young men 
who have reached the end of their finan- 
cial means and who are still eager to ge 
on and finish their course at college,
